ariotie, Accordine to the news which arrives from
“the other side of the Pyrenees, Spain ia about to
*parody, cepecially at Madrid, the French Revo-
.'r:lmn of 1848, They have the same evolutions
of parade, the same em;-t; but resounding
“harangues, the same marchings and addresses,
As gt Parls, after February, everybody gels up
one, especially those who huve nothiug to do
with the affair. We hear that the Frenchmen
resident here have sent oue, the English an-
other, the Italians and Germans, if there are
any at Madrid, will soon tollow the example,
and if there are none one will bemvented, for
the manufacture of addresses forms an essential
part of a revolutionary programme, and these
are sacred things. These patriotic parades,
bhowever, huve thelr utility, and probably the
chlefs of the revolution do not join in them or
encourage them without serlous motives. Toey
amuge the people and prevent Lhem from sec.
Ing the dangers of a situstion which there is an
lugerul in concenling. While reviews are boing
held, adhesions =ent in, sud banners displayed,
there is no agitution, but partics dissimulaie;

of each other, and the seciet dissents which
exist among them, The<e heads of the revolu-
tiom speak too often, iu fact, of their uunlon, of
the sincerity of their common aspirations, of
their resolution to maintwin this accord, for
thelr reiterated bat always vague declarations
uot to be suspected. If they were as per-
fee'ly agreed, as they pretend they would
not be so reserved, so mysterionsly dis-
creet; they would tell the Spansh people
what is the government they advise. They re«
ma » quiet, they «is imulate beewuse they know
thut each of them has in his poeket his remedy
for the difficulty different from that which his
companion in adventure would wish to admin-
feter, and each ot them walches the moment
when he can get his own swallowad, The solu-
tion which Serrano would wish Lo prevail is
evidently diffczent from that which Admiral
Topete would prefer, and that of the latter cer-
tainly does pot agree with that of Prim, without
counting others which the radical republicans
wieh to impose on the uutlon—~t!u-r who have
joined the train of the generals in the great
revolutlonary enterprise and who ure now going
1o endeavor to take the lead.

In that boasted
commission I8 necessarily included the property
held by the State for the Church in Ireland,
nud in its disposal Romun Catholics couut for
5,000,000 head of electors. The work, be it
sncrcligious or not, I8 slready dowe. These
conseerated properties ave already in the churge
of the constitnency sugmented bevond prece.
dent by Mr, Disraclt himeelf. Not hall that
constituency Is interested in the present appro-
priation. They will do what they please in the
rmatter, and who will venture to gaiosay them !
He will be a very bold historian, as well as a
very desperate politicisu, who will charge the
five million Catholics with sacrilege tor reclaim-
g the Church property from it present hands,
